Among the contributors have 
been Dr. Lyman Abbott, Jacob Riis, 
William Kent, of Chicago, Dr. Lindsay, 
of the Federal Child Labor Commit 
tee, and the solicitor for the Depart- 
ment of State, Mr. Scott. Such activl- 
tiles and methods are the result of the 
{mproved Instruction that Is now given 
in the colleges on problems of politics 
and government, and they will In turn 
react on such Instruction and tend te 
improve it still further. 


MARKED FISH IN THE SEA. 





Thousands Caught, Numbered and 
Pot Back in British Channel. 

Tetching fish, measuring and mark- 
Ing them and then returning them to 
the sea with the chance of retaking 
them later !s part of the work carried 
on by the Marine Biological Assocla- 
tion of Great Britain, 

By means of a steam trawler the 
fish are caught In the usual way. Each 
haul Is carefully recorded, the fish are 
counted and measured and all details 
of locality, time, number, species, sex 
and eize are put down, together with 
accurate observations on the water, the 
depth and bottom of the sea, the kinds 
and quantity of food available, ete. 
These data are subsequently tabulated 
and charted, 

The method of marking the sh fs 
interesting and has been attended with 
valuable results, The fish chiefly used 
during the few years the experiment 
has been in progress have been plaice, 
because the proposals which have been 
made to Interfere with the catching of 
them were based on Inadequate knowl- 
edge. 

The fish are marked on the dorsal 
surface with a very thin convex met- 
al disk bearing a number. This {fs at- 
tached to a fine silver wire which Jg 
passed through the thinner part of the 
fish near the fin and secured on the un- 
per side by a small bone button. The 
fish do not appear to suffer {nconven- 
fence and thelr growth !s not Inter- 
fered with In any way. 

The thoroughness with which the 
North Sea is swept by the nets of the 
fishing fleets !s demonstrated, says Dis- 
covery, by the fact that out of 5,089 
marked plaice of all sizes 992 were re- 
captured within a year. This repre- 
sents 19.7 per cent., or nearly one-fifth; 
but for the medium-sized fish the fig- 
ures are far higher, ranging froin 28.4 
to 89 per cent for the whole of the 
North Sea and to 43 per cent in the 
more northern portions, 

The men of the regular fishing. fleet 
co-operate by forwarding to the labora- 
tory of the association at Lowestoft all 
the marked fish they catch. At the lab- 
oratory reference to the records easily 
establishes how much the fish has gain- 
ed in size and weight since the prevl- 
ous catching. Moreover, the distance 
between the spot where It was released 
and the place where It was again 
caught gives an Idea as to its move 
ments,

To Freshen Flowers, 

It always seems so distressing to see 
beautiful cut flowers wither and fade, 
and to revive flowers that are not ac- 
tually dead try this plan: Cut a tiny 
piece from each stem and place the 
stems in a large glass, or, even better, 
jar of cold water; then submerge the 
jar In a bucket of cold water, allowing 
the entire bunch to be almost covered. 
Put all in a dark place, cover with a 
newspaper to exclude the air; let them 
remain thus over night; in the morning 
they will be as fresh as new, even to 
the glistening “dew drops.” 

Roses and carnations respond better 
than other flowers treated in this man- 
ner, but so far there has not been found 
any way to freshen violets satisfactor- 
ily. 

It might not be amiss to add that 
wilted green vezetables, such as spin- 
ach, lettuce and celery, are to be fresh- 
ened by this same means, and may be 
kept for days, changing the water ey- 
ery morning, of course. However, we 
all know that the fresher all vegetables 
the better they are. 


Care of the Hands. 

For well-kept hands the nails are of 
prime importance, In the first place 
they must be properly cut, following 
the outline of the finger tips.» 

When the hands are washed the skin 
at the base should be geutly pushed 
back with a towel or orange stick, 80 
as to disclose the litte white half- 
moon, 

When the band !s held up before the 
face with the palm inward, a tiny rim 
of nail should show around the end of 
euch finger.

JOURNEYS IN SAHARA. 


People in Mountains of Gharian Live 
in Subterranean Dwellings. 

The London Leader gives an Iinter- 

‘esting account of a daring march made 











ecross the Sahara desert by one of the 
protectorate residents in Baron, The 
distance traveled was 1,700 miles. In 
the mountains of Gharian Mr. Vischer 
found people living in subterranean 
dwellings. Through entrances ten yards 
long and one yard broad he came upon 


a square court yard, which was in real- |

Ity a great hole open to the sky. 
this all the rooms and stables con- 
verged. The rooms were very dark and 
there were no windows, but the most 
absolute cleanliness prevailed. Round 


the court yard was @ wall protecting | 


the dwelling underneath. 


Beyond Gharian the expedition pro-| 
ceeded over rising grounds to the hills, | 


where fig and olive groves lay among 
Roman rulns and underground villages. 
Nearing Murzurk, Mr. Vischer came 
upon stretches of petrified forests. 

Describing part of his journey across 
the waterless desert, Mr. Vischer sald: 
“We have bad a five days’ march 
across the desert without water. At 
the commencement of the desert all 
caravans walted for one another, until 
our combined party numbered over 500 
camels. No caravan dares go through 
the desert alone. Everywhere the 
ground is covered with wind-polished 
stones, which are gradually themselves 
becoming sand. 

“Everywhere !s an endless horizon. 
Often apparently we see lakes and 
palm groves, but on all sides are noth- 
ing but stones, stones, until the sun 
disappears and the esky becomes filled 
with colors which would have given joy 
to a Titian or a Tumer. All our march- 
ing !s done at night. When we came 
to the end of the 
Bey and I rode together ahead of the 


caravan until we reached the edge of; 
“This,” sald the Arabs, | 


a black gorge. 
“Is the door of the Hammada, the 
waterless stone desert.” 

Mr. Vischer reports that while he 
was at Bilma a French force from Zin- 
der formally took possession of the 
oasis. Shortly afterward two French 
detachments were attacked by a band 


of Teaureg, all of whom carried mod-| 


ern rifles, and a desperate fight en- 
sued. 

Mr. Vischer reports that just berond 
the waterless road and the wild Tum- 
mo mountains he came into contact 
with a Tuareg and Arab band who had 
come out to attack him or endeavor fo 
get Into the desert ahead to walt for 
him. 

Mr. Vischer says: “I at once made 
the necessary preparations by putting 
all my men on guard and patrolling 
myself on horseback round the camp 
and town to prevent the Tuareg from 
joining the Tubbus against me, for 
though they were usually fighting each 
other, I had been told that they in- 
tended to join forces against the Chris- 
tlans this time. Twice, at 2 a. m. and 
8 a. m., I met Tuareg messengers, who, 
however, ran away when I fired. 

“In the morning [ left the camp In 
the charge of my bors and went to 
attack the Tuareg before they could 
get at me. I found them after much 
difficulty Intrenched fn a poaltion which 
enabled them to see me while they were 
absolutely hidden by some shrubs. I

Lord Joseph Lister was born in Es 
sex, England, In 1827. His eightieth 
| birthday was celebrated last week. His 
|father had taken a keen 
science and done much !n improving 
the microscope. As a young man, Lis- 
}ter possessed two valuable assets, a4 
first class microscope and an unbound 
ed enthusiasm for scientific investiga- 
|tion. It was therefore natural that he 
should turn his attention to such 
branches of histology and physiology 
as were within his reach. His first re 
searches were {n the fiber of Involun- 
tary muscles, the skin, the flow of lac- 
teal fluid and kindred subjects. Early 
in his Hfe he became interested io 
wounds and the diseases that frequent- 
ly go with them. He even sketched 
bodies that he thought might be ml-

crobes. Following his own researches 
Lister attended clinica given by Syme, 
the foremost physician of the day. 


In 1860, Lister was appointed profes: | 


sor of surgery at the University of 
Glasgow. It was while acting as sur- 
geon to the royal infantry that he made 
the discovery which Initlated the new 
era in surgery. Before that time al- 
most all wounds, accidental and sur- 
gical alike, underwent a process of tn- 
fammation and suppuration, accom- 
panied by much pain and loss of health.

The great deductions which Lister 
made were (1) that “putrefaction” Ip 
wounds was caused by microbes, (2) 
that these were Introduced from the 


outside, (3) that “putrefaction” might} 


be prevented by keeping the wound 


free from germs, (4) that this might) 


be effected by the employment of some 
substance which would destroy tlie 
microbe. The antiseptic system was 
founded on these principles, Starting. 
then, with the idea of destroying, by 
an antiseptic substance, the germs in 
the wound, In everything coming In 
contact with the wound, such as lw 
struments, and in its surroundings, 
Lister made his original tests with car- 
bolic acid—a fortunate selection, for It 
!s still regarded as one of our best 
germicides. 

He gave bis method a thorough trial. 
It proved successful. Now cases of 
gangrene and the Ifke rarely follow 
operations, Thousands of lives have 
been saved by this one discovery. It 
bas revolutionized surgery.

Oongressman William Sulzer of 
New York, reaghed Seattle on the 
24th, after traveling all over Alas- 


ka. In talking toa P.-I. reporter 
bere is what he said regarding 
home rule.for Alaska: 

“What Alaska needs mest at the 
hands of the federal government is 
the right to govern herself. Alaska 
is a large district and needs local 
legislation. Alaska is as much en- 
titled to a territorial form of gov- 
ernment as any territory in the 
United States. Denying this to 
the people of Alaska is denying 
them the rights of Amerigan citi- 
zenship. 

“Whe expense of running the ter- 
ritorial government would be less 
than one-half the amount now paid 
into the treasury of the United 
States. What is even more impor- 
tant, Alaska is crying for home 
rule. Give her this and she would 
make progress so fast that the 
world would stand aghast at the 
rapidity of herstride. JI haveseen 
and tulked to the people of Alaska 
and I assert asa fact that 99 per 
gent. of them are begging the fed- 
eral government for the right to 
govern themselves. 

“Congress must grant Alaska 
home rule. IEknow Alaska, and I 
know that she is the richest asset 
in Uncle Sam’s dominion.
